‘Agricultural, 
WHAT A GARDEN MAY BE. 


Here let me outline, in brief, what a far- 
mer's garden may be made, without other 
than home labor. A broad walk shall run 
down the middie of either square enciceure, 
or long parsiiclogram. A box edging upon 
either side is of little cost, and contributes 
eminently to neatnese; it will hold good for 
eight years, without too much egcroach- 
men’, and at that time, will sell to the nur- 
sery men for more thin enough w pay the 
cost of resetting. Oa eitner side of this 
walk, in a border of six feet wide, the far- 
mer may plaot his dwarf fcrult, with grapes 
at iotervals, to climb upon a home-made 
cedar treila, that shall overarch and em- 
bower the walk. 

At lesst one half the garden, as I before 
suggested, he may easily arrange, to ti— 
Spriag and Au'ump— with the plough; and 
whatever be places there in the way of tree 
and shrub, must be in lines parallel with 
the walk. Oa the other hall, he will be 
eutjected to no such limitations; there, he 
witl establish his perenniale—his 
bie toyme, bis sage, bis parsley ; his rhubarb, 
his goceebe ries, strawberries, and respber- 
ries; and in an angle—hidden if he choose 
by a belt of shrobbery—he have bis 
hot-bed and con post heap. os. cdl, 
which all these crops demand, will admit of 
any arrangement he may prefer, and he 
may enliven the groupings, and win the 
good wif.'s favor, by here and there a little 
Ctrclet of suck old-fashion:d flowers as 
tulipe—yellow lilies and white, with roses 
of all ahedea 

Upoa the other balf he may make distribe- 
tion of part, by banding the various crops 
wite bord: r lives of Chica or Refugee beans; 
and he may epiit the whole crosswise, by & 
wa'k overarched with climbi:g Limas, or 
tae Loadon Horticaltaral—settieg .f the 
too ends with as abst ment of Goarlet rus- 
bere, aed « surbwe of fery Nesteniua. 

Thre are also availatle aad pretty de 
viors for wating the land do double duty 
Tne berder lines of China beans, which will 








be ripened in carly autumn, may have 
Swedes sown in their shadow in the first 
days of July, 0 that when the Chinas have 
fulfilled their mission, there shall be a new 
Hee of purple green in their places. The 
early radishes and salads may have their 
little circlet of cucumber pite, no way inter- 
fering with the first, and covering the 
groucd when the first are done.
